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XIX INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF ENTOMOLOGY TO BE 
HELD IN BEIJING 


The XIX International Congress of Entomology will be held in Beijing, China, from June 
28 to July 4, 1992. The Beijing International Convention Center (i.e. Asian Games Village) is 
chosen as its venue. The Congress will be one of the momentous academic events held interna- 
tionally in Beijing since the founding of the People’s Republic of China. Entomologists at 
home and abroad attending the Congress are estimated to amount to several thousands. The 
gathering will provide extraordinary opportunity for worldwide exchanges of new ideas and 
experiences. It is anticipated that this grand occasion will be a great impetus to entomological 
researches in China as well as in other countries for the common effort aiming at the progress 
of the entomological sciences. 

The International Congress of Entomology is an important international academic activity 
which is to be held every four years in turn by the host societies of entomology of the related 
countries through the decision by vote by the Council of the International Congress of Entomo- 
logy. The duration of the meeting is usually 7 days. The first Congress was convened in 1910 
in Brussel, Belgium; and the XVIII Congress was held in 1988 in Vancouver, Canada. 
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At the XIX Congress a program including 19 sections will be arranged; they are systema- 
tics, phylogeny and zoogeography; morphology and ultrastructure; cell biology, physiology and 
biochemistry; genetics and bio-engineering; ecology and principle of IPM; behaviour rearing: 
social insects and apiculture; insect pathology; biological control; agricultural entomology; 
forest entomology; medical and veterinary entomology; toxicology; pesticide development, 
management and regulation; stored product insects and urban entomology; sericulture; acaro— 
logy; insect resources and natural conservation; and special themes. Social and accompanying 
persons’ programs, pre- and post-congress tours as well as exhibits will also be ‘planned.
